USA GETTING READY FOR NUCLEAR WAR 


San Fruot-lxrn. The White 
F louse end the Pentagon me 
planning "emergeruy measures' 1 
In case of a nuclear war. Evid- 
ence la provided by the recent- 
ly declassified Pentagon docu- 
ment a seen hy some members 
ol lire US Wert Coast lawyers’ 
association for control of nu- 
clear armaments. 

Concrete measures are being 
taken to transfer all local autho- 
rity to representatives of the 
Pentagon after a nuclear conlllcl 
is begun. According to an as- 
soclatlon representative, the 


Pentagon la going to Introduce 
In this case emergency law over 
the entire US territory and to 
lake under Its control the en- 
tire of the executive bodies in 
the stales ond countries. 

One Department of Defense 
document dealing with basic 
actions In case of emergent y 
points out clearly that repre- 
sentatives of the military should 
assume Ihe responsibility lor 
law and order. At the same 
time, as follows from another 
document, large-scale requisi- 


tioning of civil property will be 
efleitt-il, Including bouses ami 
means of transportation, tor the 
needs of lire army and military 
will control all the priming 
shops, the newspaper offices, 
radio and TV transmitters, while 
stt lcl censorship wltt bo Intro- 
duced. 

Stepping up their war prepa- 
rations, the LIS ruling circles, 
ns follows from Ihe Pentagon 
documents, arc at the same time 
planning to install a regime of 
military dictatorship In Ihe 
country.

ments on these rights. 

As pointed out by Hie “Egyp- 
Han Gazette", no sensible end 


unbiased person can find any 
weak spots In tha Soviet Initia- 
tive. 

There were only two discor- 
dant voices In Ihe entire world: 
Washington and Tol Aviv 
rejected the proposals out ol 
hand, taking no trouble to study 
them In detail. 

Both claim they considered 
any International conlarenca on 
tha Middle East a useless affair. 
But what could be useful then 
In order to unravel this most 
complicated langlo of contradic- 
tions.

The same goes for the “pad- 
tlcatton” approach by which tha 
Arab nations are aspect ad (o 
Individually coma lo larins with 
Israel. The experience of. Iho 
Camp David and the stillborn

after Ihe creation of an Indepen- 
dent Palestine slate It (like 
any other sovereign statoj would 
ba in a position to determine 
(or llioft the nature of Its rela- 
tions with neighbouring stales. 

Naturally, this right is an- 
joyed by other Arab nations, 
loo. In Iha ensa ol Israel, too, 
no one—maybe with the only 
exception of Its American friends 
—I* planning to foist on It sym- 
pathies or antipathies towards 
any ol its neighbours. But bila- 
teral relations, If thora Is a 
desire for genuinely secure 
selffomenL cannot bo built at 
the expanse of the interests of 
third partial, which Is Inevitable 
to .toe present conditions of 
Arab-lsraell confrontation, 

The ffames of the Middle East 
conflict are not new: they have 
raged for several decades now 
and so all their military, petit- 
lc*L economic. and other aspects 
have boon studied In detail; so 


havo various methods ol exting- 
uishing the flames, tested In prac- 
tice. They proved of no avail 
and even worsened Iha situation. 

There Is, arguably, only one 
practicable opportunity to re- 
verse the situation — negotia- 
tions during which all the par- 
ties to the conflicts and other 
countries Involved In It In one 
way or the othor, could sensib- 
ly discuss the situation In the 
region and ways to Improve It. 

Judging from reactions to the 
new Soviet proposols Arab na- 
tions are ready to seize this 
opportunity; earlier, In fact, they 
had supported |olnt efforts at 
resolving the conflict. Undoub- 
tedly other Interested stales 
could make their positiva con- 
tribution to such efforts, too. The 
Soviet proposals also call for an 
active pari to be played In this 
by ihe UN and Its Securlly 
Council. 

in short, the USSR urges a 
mobilization and purposeful use 
ol the entire peace-making po- 
tential of tha world community— 
Indeed, this goal of a fair and 
lasting peace In a most danger- 
ous hotbed of tension Is qulle 
deserving, 

So what's tha problem I II 
seems that tha only thing that 
Is needed, then. Is for the USA 
and Israel to stop Ignoring 
world public opinion, renounce 
their obstructionist policy and 
accept the proposed conference 
—not with their former plans of 
"lettfemint" based on the prior 
ciple, "we gel all and ypu gat 
nothing" but with regard for 
the vital fntarasts of primarily 
the peoples of the Middle East.

The SOVIBTSKAY A ROSSIYA newspaper recently 
reported about the .conclusion ol elcdrlcul tests carried 
on the olghth machine at the Snyano-Shuslienshaya 
power station now under cons rtuc lion tn Siberia. Ope- 
rators work side by side with construcilon workers. 
Stnco Ihe commissioning ol the Hr it unit In December, 


*074, ihe station haa ttammillcd 35,000 million kWh to 
Ihe nation's unified power grid. Nearly halt ol the 
money sent on rhe building of fiie main /acuities has 
been recouped, (hanks particularly to new methods ol 
const rue I ion. The station's Ural units started generating 
energy even when the dam had nol been completed 
and wafer pressure inadequate. Temporary turbine 
wheels, which having worked Ihclr tall, will be rep- 
laced by permanent ones, wero produced for if. 

The slaiion, ihe paper points ouf, is now a sort ol 
testing ground lor mechanisms and equipment. Powerful 
cranes wifh the boom's overhanging 40 metres are 
capable ol placing onto the dam eight cubic metres ol 
concrete at a time, were inf reduced of the site tor the 
first time. Their use helped raise productivity dozens 
of times. Also tested were caferpiiiar ■ manfpulafors, 
each ol which hus replaced as many us sfvcji workers.

Finnish peopla will meet five 
musical collectives including 
tha Moscow Opera Workshop 
led by Boris Pokrovsky, and 
famous soloists, composers and 
critics. Different national com- 
poser* will be introduced. Two 
exhibitions will be held: "Pages 
tt Soviet Music History" and 
'Young Artists of the 1970s". 

"The Week of Soviet Music 
In FLnland is an outstanding 
event not only because of tbs 
participation of outstanding ar- 
ttsis from this country," says 


Georgl Ivanov. Dopuly Min Idler 
of Culture of the l iSJ>R, addres- 
sing a press conference. "It is 
a noteworthy event primarily 
because K gives a vivid exam- 
ple of fruitful cooperation be- 
tween coil nl rles having di (fe- 
re i it social syslc-ms, a coopera- 
tion based oil pi inclple.1 of 
equality and « si riel obser- 
vance of each other's lnte reals, 
plus non-interference In the In- 
ternal alfalrs of each other. 
This is nmhtally beneficial." 

Finnish musicians will come 
to tiie Soviet Union on a reci- 
procal visit In March 1985. 
They will Include the Helsinki 
Symphony Orcheslra, the Radio 
Chamber Choir, the popular 
variety ensemble, and several 
soloists. An exhibition of Fin- 
nish folk music Instruments 
will be held. 


Strange as it may seem, "negative 1 ' roles 
made Burlslav Brondukov famous. Not even sim- 
ply negative for those arc sometimes advanta- 
geously offset agatust poorly conceived persona- 
lities, Hts heroes had nothing malicious about 
them, nolblng of the strong personality. They 
were Just humble degraded men. His llrst not- 
able role — a young thief in "The Stone Cross" 
who was to be executed for llieit calls (or com- 
passion while Fedul, the Inveterate drunkard be 
played In Georgl Danellya’s "Afonya’' only 
slightly arouses Ironical pity, These two charac- 
ters are dtamelrlcally opposite In the force of 
Ihelr emotional Impacl: the first role seems to 
be tho actor's only genuinely dramatic rolo. As 
to Fedul, lie Is a caricature of a man, a monu- 
ment to lark of spirit boldly played by the 
actor. 

Not lhat Brondukov remained at all unnoticed 
before "Afonya". He bad been shot In twenty 
films, playing both mean passions of a "humble 
man" and great love wtihnut return but It was 
only after “Afonya" that he became one of the 
most shot Ukrainian actors outside the Dovzhen- 
ko Studios in Kiev. Every time he appeared on 
the screen, even II no words were pronounced, 
he did not remain unnoticed. Tho actor very of- 
ten plays Incidental characters, managing to ren- 
der (a the audience I he cbaraclei's entire previ- 
ous life, all the flue components of Ills fate and 
temperament — all In tho mluEmum screen time.

Or the works superintendent Zyubln, the 
most obedient among the debate-healed charac- 
ters In Sergei Mikael yan’s "The Bonus", the 
most unlniposlng one whose only remark makes 
the highest point In the conflict. Tho viewers 
certainly remember the fuuny, hut not a harm- 
less man, who energetically "Inculcates'' Justice 
In Georgl Dauellya’s "The Autumn Marathon 11 . 

Resorting to the rich possibilities of expres- 
sion that tragicomedy offers, Brondukov evokes 
a complex and mixed attitude towards his cha- 
racters — from condescending pity to admira- 
tion of humanity and courage of the "seconda- 
ry" character. This is why u Is surprising, al- 
though it is not Incidental, to see the actor be- 
ginning to play quite positive characters. It was 
specifically tor Borislav Brondukov lhat the 
scriptwriter Viktor Morezhko wrote the part of 
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the veterinarian Dezhkln in the tragicomedy 
"Nlkanorova Is Wailing tor You". The actor 
profusely displayed his comic talent In the bril- 
liant dialogue with Natalya Gundareva. In Ih* 
actor's biography there Is hardly a more tout li- 
Ing character.

Finally, the Image ol Dia)«r 
Grcbnev In "I Ant a Frontier Guard" has become 
a creative search for a hero of our lime. This 
does not mean that the actor has forgotten Hi 
"negative", "humble", pitiful, funny and defen- 
celess characters, tie has no problem in where 
to choot. His problem Is a more complicated one:
